Pulitzer, who endowed the Pulitzer 
school of journalism, receiv ed an en 
tbusiastic greeting from the Columbia 
students when he addressed them in 
the Earl hall auditorium. 
He spoke of 
the av idity w ith which his father seized 
on all sources of knowledge. 
Mr. Pulitzer was scathing in Ins char­ 
acterization of the new spaper which ad 
mits that facts embarrass rather than 
please it. Such a paper he put in the | 
class of monstrosities, while the papei 
that prints inaccurate statements, how ! 
ev er innocently , he described as one, 
performing an “ essentially abnormal j 
function.” He said in part: 
“ Accuracy in newspaper writing was 
with J oseph Pulitzer a religjy nn. ll^Tiad j 
a rav enous crav ing for information 
His intellect w as positiv ely leechlike in 
the way it fastened on any other intel­ 
lect with w hich it. came in contact and 
sucked from it ev ery specific fact ii 
contained that he did not already know 
lie wtis intolerant of generalizations; 
and impatient of conclusions. He would j 
draw his own. He hated an inaccurate 
j 
statement as another man would loathe 
a Me. He was inex orable in running it j 
down and tearing it to pieces. Scrupu j 
Ions as was his lov e of accuracy in the 
news columns, it was nothing com ! 
pared to the almost painful conscien- 
j 
tiousuess of tils precision on the edito j 
rial page. Among his intimates, in his j 
spoken^ words, glowing w hite hot from ( 
the furnace of his conv ictions, he was 
alway s v ehement, often v iolent and not 
seldom intensely intemperate in his j 
statement cf a case. These same qual-1 
itles therefore appeared in the first 
rough dictated draft of an editorial j 
Paragraph 
by 
paragraph, 
word 
by 
word, he would then sometimes for j 
day s work his way through that edito j 
rial, weighing each word to see wheth 
er it was ev er so little of an ov erstate 
merit or understatement or a misstate 
ment of ex act fact.

A TOY AERIAL CONVEYOR. 


W hen two b oys in o ur neighb orhood 
rigged up a toy 
conveyor 
b etween 
their homes, the idea was at once seen 
to b e productive of so much fun that 
Ibalf a dozen other b oys installed simi­ 
lar conveyors b etween their homes. 
Most of these w ere operated from up­ 
per story windows. 
Some of the lit­ 
tle b askets, or cars, w ere pulled b ack 
and forth along a w ire stretched taut 
b etween, two windows, b y means of 
cords attached a t each end of the 
cars; and others were operated b y 
heavy cord or light rope run over pul­ 
leys after the m anner in which “pul­ 
ley clotheslines" are put up. 
At first, 
m ost of the cars were m ade just large 
enough to hold w ritten m essages; then 
one of the b oys conceived the idea of 
m aking a larger car and sending a 
glass of w ater across to his friend, 
and his success led another lad to 


•end a dish of Ice cream across the 
•treet to his partner; so you see the 
Co y « erved more purposes than one. 
P erhaps 
you 
have 
estab lished 
a 
telephone line b etween your house and 
tha t o f your chum, o r each o f you has 
a wireless telegraph outfit b y which 
y o u can com m unicate with each other; 


b ut even so, you cannot ex change a 
b ook, or return or b orrow a b aseb all 
glove b y either of these, though it is 
entirely possib le to do so with a toy 
conveyor. 
Fig. 1 shows one of the simplest 
and m ost satisfactory forms of aerial 
conveyors. 
You will see b y this illus­ 
tration and the detail diagram s that a 
single wire ex tends from one point of 
communication to the other, and that 
the car runs b y force of gravity—the 
end from which the car Is started b e­ 
ing hoisted enough higher than the 
opposite end to give 
the 
wire 
the 
necessary 
pitch. 
Figs. 
2, 3 and 4 
show the details for m aking the de­ 
vice for raising and lowering the ends 
of the wire. 
Screw or nail the b lock 
A. into which you have 
screwed 
a 
screweye B and a pulley D in the 
positions shown, to the casing upon 
the outside of the window; and screw 
a second screweye into the windowsill 
directly under B (C, Fig. 2). 
Cut an­ 
other small b lock (E, Fig. 4), screw 
two screw-eyes into one face— one di­ 
rectly ab ove the other (F, Pig . 4), and 
screw a third screweye into the op­ 
posite face (G, Fig. 4), and a fourth 
into the top (H, Fig. 
4). 
Then fast­ 
en one end to a piece of heavy wire to 
screweye B In b lock A, and afte r run­ 
ning the other end through the eyes 
F in b lock E, slip it through screw eye 
C in the window sill, pull it taut, and 
fasten it. 
T he wire along which the c a r travels 
is attached to screweye G. 
This wire 
m ust b e left slack enough to permit 
raising its ends, b ut you will find tha t 
it will sag to some ex tent, and pTob - 
ab ly enough to .serve the purpose. Tie 
a piece of clothesline to screweye IT 
in the top of b lock E, run it up over 
the pulley D, and b ring it down to 
within a foot or so of the window sill. 
This is the lifting rope. 
A loop made 
in the free end can b e slipped over a 
nail in the window casing to keep the 
rope within easy reach. 
Fig. 5 shows a neat form of con­ 
veyor car. 
Any small grocery b ox 
may b e used for this. 
Cut two strips 
of wood to fit diagonally across the 
ends (I, Fig. 6), and fasten the cover 
in place with a pair of iron or leather 
hinges. 
Then screw a clothesline pul­ 
ley Into the end of each upright I, and 
the car will b e completed.
